1 have at no time been active 
politically. My sole interests are towards having a successful 
career and aiding my people. " (Letter among many by various indiuidi 
furnished by James F. O f Neil, Director of Publications, American * 
in reference to Item 5 quoted above, our records 
reflect an article which appeared in the "Daily Horker ," east 
coast com-unist newspaper dated September 22, 1946, c optioned 
"dedda Hopper happed for Anti-Aegro bias" which relates to the 
incident referred to by Miss Dandridge . (100-294936-A) 


Hegarding the organisations referred to by Miss Da ndridge 
the national Hegro Congress has veen designated by the Attorney 
General of the United States pursuant to Ixecuttve Order 10450. 

The Progressive Citizens of America was cited by the California 
Committee on Un-American Activities in its 1947 and 1946 reports . 

An informant who has furnished reliable information in the past 
advised on May 15, 1956, that until January 3, 1956, the Hollywood 
Arts, Sciences and Professions Council (HASP) was the California 
Chapter of the national Council of the Arts, Sciences and Profession 
(JfoASP) in Hew fork City and consistently followed the propraa* 
and policies of the parent organisation. On January 3, 1956, the 
JP of ficially dissolved by aetton of its executive committee and 
vote of its me-u/erenip. The MCASP was cited as a "Communist front" 
by the Congressional Committee on Un-American Activities in its 
1950 report. Actors Laboratory was cited as a * cocuauni st venture" 
by the California Cosunitiee on Un-American Activities in its 1947 
report. 

An informant who has furnished reliable information 
in the past reported on February 21, 1955, that an employee of 
the Sands uotel, Las Vegas, Nevada, who was a gambler from the 
east coast, had advtsed the informant that Jack Lntratter, part 
owner of tne Sanaa vo^el ana who was in cnarge of the Sands' 

Capa uo<m, found Mat Ming cole and Dorothy D a ndridge together 
»n Cole's room at the hotel. Cole was appearing as a star in 
t.»e Copa *ioom at the time .

On May 10, 1955, Agents of the TMI arrested Louis Arlan 
Terr at Mem Orleans, Louisiana, on a federal warrant charging a - 
violation of the Interstate Transportation of Stolen Property Sfatmt 
Shile being interviewed concerning the federal charge on which he 
too e arrested, Kerr volunteered information tAat he was a homosexual. 
Me furntehed the names of 45 individuals wtth whom he claimed to 
have had homosexual relatione since 1951, Kerr also stated that he 
had a long standing friendship wtth lorothy Land ridge, Megro movie 
aetreee.

He commented 
on events in Birmingham and remarked that they would be 
helped by getting rid of segregation and discrimination in Los 
Angeles, California.
